Report  of  Town  History 
Committee 


In  presenting  this,  our  final  report,  we  desire  to  thank 
the  town  for  the  confidence  placed  in  us  and  assnre  you,  that 
in  co-operation  with  the  historian,  we  have,  to  the  best  of 
our  ability,  performed  the  duty  assigned  us. 

The  unanimous  approval  with  which  the  work  has  been 
received  may  welJ  be  a  source  of  pride  and  satisfaction  to 
the  historian,  who  alone  has  prepared  the  material,  and  to 
the  committee,  who  have  had  in  charge  '^The  Publication 
and  Sale"  as  voted  by  the  town. 

The  printing  and  binding  by  the  Rumford  Co.  has 
fully  met  the  conditions  of  the  contract  and  is  a  very  credit- 
able piece  of  work.  We  have  seen  none  better  and  few  as 
good . 

We  had  printed  600  copies  in  the  cloth  and  150  in  the 
De  Luxe  edition.  l!^"o  difference  in  the  editions  except  in 
the  binding  and  the  price. 

Including  a  few  copies  paid  for  in  advance  and  a  copy 
in  De  Luxe  donated  to  the  State  Library  and  a  copy  in  clotJa 
placed  in  the  Selectmen's  room,  there  have  been  disposed  of 
to  date  one  hundred  and  sixty  copies  in  cloth  and  forty- two 
copies  De  Luxe,  or  two  hundred  and  two  copies  in  all. 

The  financial  statement  will  show  how  the  account 
stands.  But  it  may  also  be  said  that  the  amount  received 
in  advance  for  histories  was  fifty  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
which  was  credited  in  last  year's  account.  Also  reckoned  in 
last  year's  statement  was  the  donation  of  Fidelia  Wright, 
made  some  years  since,  of  100  dollars,  also  a  donation  of 
25  dollars  each  from  Winston  Churchill  and  Samuel  L. 
Powers  and  $11.50  by  Kuel  H.  Fletcher,  which  by  this 
amount  has  lessened  the  expense  to  the  town. 

A  word  in  closing. 

Few  besides  the  committee  can  realize  the  vast  amount 
of  work  performed  by  the  historian  in  preparing  this  history. 
For  several  years  with  little  encouragement  and  much  in- 
difference, at  least  on  the  part  of  others  and  to  some  extent 
the  neglect  of  his  own   business,  he  has   persevered,  always 
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optimistic  as  to  the  final  outcome  even  when  the  zeal  of 
friends  to  the  cause  was  at  a  low  ebb.  Now  having  reached 
half  a  decade  beyond  the  threescore  years  and  ten  allotted  to 
man,  he  sees  the  completion  of  his  labors  and  realizes  that 
his  years  of  toil  amid  discouragements  untold  now  meet  the 
almost  universal  approval  of  his  fellowmen,  and  it  is  well  for 
the  town  at  this  late  day  that  the  scattered  threads  of  its 
history  are  brought  together  in  form  to  be  preserved  for 
future  generations,  and  long  after  "The  hand  that  wrought 
shall  have  crumbled  into  dust"  the  work  will  live  a  monu- 
ment   to    his   genius   and  persevering  industry.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  HTSTORIAl^. 

Since  our  last  report,  Feb.  15,  1912,  the  History  of 
Cornish  has  been  published  and  has  been  on  sale  since  the 
first  of  last  August.  Nearly  one  third  of  the  edition  of  750 
copies  has  already  been  sold,  and  the  balance  are  awaiting 
sale,  being  safely  deposited  in  the  vault  of  the  Town  Record 
Building  at  Cornish  Flat. 

The  flattering  manner  in  which  the  history  has  been  re- 
ceived has  been  an  agreeable  surprise,  and  withal  very  grati- 
fying to  its  writer.  As  this  is  to  be  his  final  report  to  the 
town,  he  would  take  this  opportunity  to  return  his  thanks 
to  all  who  have  aided  in  the  work,  now  completed,  and 
especially  to  the  History  Committee  for  their  faithful  aid 
and  valued  cooperation  in  accomplishing  it. 

In  July  last,  the  financial  burden  heretofore  borne  by 
the  historian,  was  turned  over  to  the  Town  History  Com- 
mittee, who  at  once  appointed  one  of  their  number,  George 
L.  Deming,  as  treasurer  of  all  town  history  funds,  and  who 
will  render  to  the  town  his  full  account  of  the  same. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  historian, 
requiring  much  time  and  expense,  especially  in  correspon- 
dence, as  heretofoie  he  has  endeavored  to  render  all  this 
service  at  very  moderate  rates,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  town 
report  of  this  year. 

His  work  has  ever  been  a  labor  of  love  and  good -will, 
rendered  in  behalf  of  his  native  town  and  fellow  townsmen, 
both  at  home  and  abroad;  and  his  highest  ambition  has  ever 
been  that  it  might  receive  a  just  sense  of  appreciation  from 
those  in  whose  behalf  he  has  labored.

We  have  tried  to  secure  competent  teachers  and  in  nearly 
all  the  schools  they  have  proved  as  such.  Nearly  all  of  them 
are  graduates  of  high  schools  or  academies  and  some  are 
teachers  of  long  experience. 

We  wish  the  parents  and  all  our  citizens  would  take  a 
deeper  interest  in  the  schools  and  see  what  progress  our  pu- 
pils are  making. 

We  also  wish  the  parents  would  be  more  strict  in  send- 
ing their  children  to  school  every  day.  Something  ought  to 
be  done  about  tardiness  too. 

The  marked  excellence  of  some  special  work  in  the  va- 
rious schools  has  been  very  gratifying.  In  one  school  arith- 
metic has  been  handled  in  a  masterly  manner;  in  another, 
there  are  pupils  whose  penmanship  it  is  good  to  see;  in  an- 
other, English  has  been  taught  in  a  way  to  enthuse  the  child- 
ren; while  in  every  school  there  is  something  worthy  of  com- 
mendation. 

We  have  expended  the  usual  amount  for  repairs,  painted 
the  house  in  Div.  6,  shingled  the  house  in  Div.  10,  and  made 
other  small  repairs  in  the  different  houses. 

There  are  some  repairs  needed  in  several  houses  in  town 
making  it  necessary  for  the  district  to  raise  a  reasonable  sum 
for  repairs,  if  the  houses  are  to  be  kept  in  the  best  shape  for 
the  interest  of  the  schools.
